Mr, Justice Joyce, sitting in Court IIL.-of 
the Chancery Division on tst ult, delivered 
his reserved Judgment inthe case of “ Chang 
Yen-mao 7 ‘Moreing and Others.” 
eceupied his Lordahip 15 days, and has already 
been reported by us.

Engineering and Mining Company, of Tientsin, 
nod they ‘sought as agwinst the, defendants, 
Mr Charles Algernon .

Engineering and Mining Company, Limited, a 
declaration thata memorandum, dated Feb 19, 
1931, signed by Mr. Herbert Hoover, the 
Chevalier de Wouters, Chang Yen-mao and 
“Mr. Gustav Detring, was binding on all the 
defendants, and for an order. for the ‘carrying 
inta effect of the provisions of such memoran- 
dam. The memorandum provided for the 
a ipointment of Chang as director-general of 
the defendant company for tile, 
constitution of a Chinese Board. 

Sr Levelt, K.C, Mr. Gill, KC, Mr.

In delivering his ‘judgment, 
said:— . 

This is an action by His Excellency Chang 
and the Chinese Mining. and Engineering 
Company of Tientsin, whom I will call the 
Chinese Company, asking fora declaration that 
a Gertain document, called the’ memorandum of 
Feb 19, 1901, is binding on the defendants, 
and an order for the carrying into effect of the 
provisions ofsuch memorandum. Alternatively, 
wad in the event of such memorandum being 
held not to be so binding, for cither a declara- 
tion that a certain other document called the 
lransfer ef February 19, 1got, was obtained hy 
fraudulent representations and fraud of the 
defendants or their ayents and ought to be set 
aside, aod an order that the same.may be set 
aside accordingly, or a declaration that the 
defendants are not entitled to retain the benefils 
of the said transfer, except on the condition of 
making good to the plaintiffs the obligations 
imposed by, and performing the provisions 
cow ained tn, the said: memorandum, Then 
there is a general claim for damages. The 
vansfer is a dycoment which was drafted in 
English by Mr, White Cooper, a solicitor in 
Shanghal, brought over tn Tiemtsin for the 
purpose, ft is in the form of an indenture, 
expressed to be made between the Chinese 
‘ampany, his Excellency Chang, as the direc- 
torgeneral of all the mines in the Provinces of 
Chidi and Jehol, and director-general of the 
Chinese Company, and Gustav Detring, a 
ilirector of the same company, of the first part, 
Mr. Honver, as avent «f Moreing, of the second 
pet, and the defendant company of the third 
part, [t contains recitals. ef, among other 
things, a certain ayreement af July 30, 19¢0, 
and purports to be a conveyance in pursuance 
of that agreament of the mines and property of 
the Chinese Company to the defendant com- 
poy. No consideration was expressed, but it 
contains an undertaking by the defendant 
company to assuine the liabilities of the Chinese 
Covpany and:indemmify such last-mentioned 
company therefrom, As to the nature, extent, 
and enormous value of the property comprised 
to this transfer [may refer, witt out reading it, 
tothe sreech, of the chainman of the company 
at the extraordinary general meeting of that 
company held on July 16, 1go.

‘VThe parties between wham such negotiations 


tonk place were the defendant Moreing and 
his firm on the ane side and on the other his 
Excellency Chang and the Chinese Company. 
His Excellency was from time to t me assisted 
in the matter by Mr. Detriny, a foreigner who 
had been lang resident in China and had held 
some considerable office in the Chinese Cus- 
toms. Various stipulations had from the first 
been made by his Excellency in reference to 
the constitution and administration of the pro- 
posed company into which the Chinese Com- 
pany was to be transformed. In particular it 
had been contemplated al alorg-and defiaitely 
agreed tint the capital of the new company 
should be £1,020,2900 in {ft shares, and that of 
these £375,000 should go, quite properly, ta 
the shareholders of the Chinese Company as 
the price or part of price of the property, sub- 
ject to encumbrances that were to be taken 
over, There were to be two boards of direc- 
tors, one in China and one in London, The 
management of the property in Ci ina was to 
be in tre China board, and bis Excellency was 
ta be director-general as before in general 
charge of affairs. The defendant company 
was registered on Dec. 21, 1900, by -the 
Moreings, or a certain Oriental Syndicate 
which Mr. Moreing had associated with him- 
selfin the business, and to whom he in some 
way turned over the formation of the company, 
and, I suppose, its promotion and management. 
According to the Memorandum of Association, 
the first object, and. I may say the principal 
object of the company, was to carry in effect, 
with such modifications. ilany,as may be agreed 


upon, the agreament mentioned in Clause of 
the Articles of Association ; and Clause 3 ofthe 
Articles of Association provides that the.com-

White Cooper, the solicitor from Shanghai, and 
also being advised by Detring, to transfer the 
property of the Chinese Company to this de- 
fendant company, personally objected, and, as 
it has turned aut very wisely, declined positive- 
ly to execute the transfer when submitted to 
hm because it did not contain any statement 
of the arrangements for which he had stipulated 
with respect to, among other things, the con- 
stitution and management of the new company 
into. which the Chinese Company was to 
be ‘transformed, The document did not 
ae to Kim adequately to protect his 

overnment or the Chinese shareholders 
or himself; and in. this he was perfectly 
right, 
even provide for the 375,000 shares being viven 
or pad to the shareholders of the Chincse 
Company for the purchase of the com- 
p y's property, Hetween -his Excellency and 


White Cooper, which agents also represented 
the Oriental Syndicate, as I consider, and ils 
creature, the defendant company, there were 
lony and hea ed discussians extending over 
four days, Hoover, as he himself admits, went 
so far as to use various ihreals to his Excel- 
lency. Ultimately his Excellency was induced 
with difficuky to accede to a proposal of Mr, 
White Cooper's that the terms, on account of 
the absence of which from the transferhe d:- 
clined to execute, should be embodied in an- 
other document, to be executed previously to 
and at the same time with the transfer. Under 
this arrangement his Excellency was assuredi.by 
the representative of the other parties to the 
“transaction that the memorandum would be as 
it was expressed to be, rul.ny document, and 
be actéd upon, or, in other words, would be 
binding and be carried into effect, Lt was upon 
the faith of and in reliance on these assurances 
that His Excellency was induced to affix his 
seal to the two versions of the transfer. The 
memorandum in two versions, Chinese and 
English, was executed ot the same time in the 


same manner by Hoover, the apent of the de- 
fendant Moreing, De’ Wouters, who [ think 
may be taken to have represented the Oriental 
Syndicate and the defendant company andevery 
one interesied through them, and it was also 
executed by his Excellency and Detring. In 
truth the execution and terms of the memoran-+ 
dum appear to me to have formed noto ly a 


material, but an essential, part af the consider. 
tion for the transfer (if it was a transfer) of the 
property therein comprised, Mr. White Couper, 
a member of the firm of English solicitors at 
Shanghai, who acted for the Oriental Syndicate 
and the defendant company, and prepated 
the draft of the transfer as also the memoran- 
dum, attested the execution, Afterthe present 
dispute had arisen, Detring, on bebalf of the 
pluintiff ot of his Excellency, on July 25, 1902, 
tide a representation of their complaints to 
Mir, Wane Cooper's firm at Shanghai, they 
being the solicitors to the defendant company ; 
and these solicitors, replying on August Jt, 
1992, say, among other things, "It was in 
order to maintain the rights of yourself” (that 
is. Dering and his Excellency) “and the Chi- 
nese shareholders that the agreement” (that is 
the memorandum of February, !901) was 
aude, ‘This agreement was dated and sipned 
on the same days as the transfer and recog. 
niscd by Mr. Hoover and De Wonters and 
ourselves asa binding“ayreement and, a cundi- 
tion precedent” (thal is not, perhaps, a very 
accurate expression) “for the transfer of the 
ald company's property. The’ terms ol this 
agreementshould consequently be loyally car- 
ried out, Further, we note the position yau 
and his Excellency have taken up, and will 
send a copy of your letter to the London board 
by the next anail, leaving: it to them to act as 
they think fit, and pomting out the serious con: 
sequences to the welfare of the company of

Hoover, as appears by his evidence, is really of
